Francis T. Cutts, Assistant 
Commissioner, and C. M. 
Daily Had Been Criticised 
by Reservoir Bidders. 


WERE INTERESTED IN 
$1,000,000 CITY JOB 


Charge Made by Contract- 
ors. That They Had 
Agreed to Join Firm 
Making Lowest Offer. 


Francis T. Cutts, Assistant Water 
Commissioner, and C. M. Dally, en- 
gineer in charge at the Water Com- 
missioner’s office, have resigned 
their city positions, Commissioner 
Britchard announced today, follow- 
ing complaints of other contractors 
that the two were interested in the 
Missouri Engineering and Contract- 
ing Co., the lowest among 20 bid- 
ders on the 100,000,000-gallon 
reservoir of the new waterworks. 
Cutts and Daily have stated that 
they intend to take positions with 
the Missouri Engineering and el 
fracting Co., and to superintend the 
building of the reservoir, a more 
than $1,000,000 job, if that com- 
pany gets the contract, to be award- 
ed tomorrow. 

Unless some action fs taken in 
the courts to prevent, the Board of 
Public Service probably will award 
the contract to the Missouri Engi- 
neering and Contracting Co. to- 
morrow. Commissioner Pritchard 
said today that he had not known, 
until] after the opening of the bids 
Aug. 4, that Cutts and Daily were 
in any way interested in the com- 
pany, or had the prospect of po- 
sitions with the concern. 


Attitude of Pritchard. 

“If I had known it,” he said, 
“their resignations would have 
come sooner. But now that the 
bids have been opened, I do not 
see how we can refuse to make the 
award to the lowest bidder, pro- 
vided it gives the required bond.” 
The bond will be in the amount of 
about $275,000. ' 

Daily drew the city’s specifica- 
tions for the reservoir. In the 
period while contractors were mak- 
ing up their bids. they called at 
the Water Commissioner's office 
for various information, and such 
inquiries were usually referred by 
Commissioner Pritchard to Daily, 
as the person most familiar with 
the requirements. 

Some of the complaining bidders 
say they discussed their plans with 
Daily, and gave him, as a depart- 
ment official, information which 
might have been of value in pre- 
paring a rival bid. They did this, 
they declare, in the belief that the 
attaches of the* department would 
act impartially, and would not use 
information obtained from any bid- 
der to his disadvantage.

Daily declined to answer the 
question directly, but said that any 
work done by him for anyone but 
the city was done on his own time, 
and not on the city's time* He also 
declared that he had not abused the 
confidence of anyone.

BARGE PROFIT FOR lF ormer. Preacher Held 


FIVE MONTHS $180,000 


Service Results in Saving of 
$658,000 to Shippers 
in Same Period, 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—Opera- 
tions of :the Mississippi-Warrior 
Transportation Service, the barge 
line on the Mississippi and Warrior 
rivers, for the five months ended 
May 31, 1025, netted the Govern- 
ment’s Inland Waterways Corpora- 
ton a profit of $180,967 as against 
a net joss of $230,030 for the same 
five months’ period in 1924. 

Brigadier-General Ashburn, 
head of the corporation, said today 
the barge service for the _ five 
months’ period of this year also 
had resulted in a saving of $658,- 
000 to shippers. 

“Tf the corporation § received 
rates equal to the railroad for the 
same service,” he said, “the profits 
for the five months ended May 31, 
1925, would have amounted to 
$839,000. 

“The net profits for the _ five 
months ended May 81, 1925, fig- 
ured 4 1-5 per cent on the invest- 
ment in property and equipment. 

“The operations were greatly 
handicapped on account of short- 
age of cargo barges during this 
year’s period. A year ago 
Goltra fleet was in possession of 
the Mississippi-Warrior service for 
the same period. None of the Gol- 
tra equipment was operated by the 
Government during this year.” 

Operating expenses for the five 
month period including all costs of 
Mississippi and Warrior River ser- 
vices, were reduced 74 cents per 
ton, or a total of $150,430. There 
was a shrinkage of six cents per 
ton in the average revenue of the 
five months’ period this year as | 
compared to that of 1924. Revised 
schedules made it possible to in- 
crease the tonnage transported 
about 17 per cent. 


SERVICE BODY DENIES CITY 
RIGHT TO AUDIT PHONE BOOKS 


No Specific Reason Given for Over- 
ruling Motion to Determine 
~ Reasonableness of Rates.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Aug. 
13.—The State Public Service Com- 
mission today denied the motion of 
the City of St. Louis for authority 
to audit the books of the South- 


western Bell Telephone Co. to de- 
termine the reasonableness of an 
increase in business telephoen rates 
in St. Louis, granted to the com- 
pany by the commission, effective 
July 1 last. 

The commission gave no specific 
grounds for overruling the city’s 
motion. 

The city sought an order from 
the commission giving it access to 
the Bell Co. books, after the com- 
pany on July 25 last refused to 
give an accountant employed by 
the eity access to its books and 
records. The company contended 
the city had ample time to make 
such an audit during the several 
months the rate increase case was 
uending before the Public Service 
Commission. 


To Sue for Pledges to Hospital.

NEW YORK, Aug. 13.——Legal 
steps will be taken by the Board 
of Trustees of the Jamaica Hospi- | 
tal to collect amounts due on un- 
paid pledges to the institution, it 
was announced yesterday by Percy 
G. James, president of the Jamaica 
Board of Trade and chairman of 
the Finance Committee of the hos- 
pital. It was said the unpaid 
pledges amount to $50,000. 
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isfied with the report, and threat- 
ened to sue Rutledge, if the money 
he pajd for stock was not refund- 
ed.

ported: 

“Some of our stockhokders seem 
to have reported to the United 
States Government that the Econ- 
omy Ol! Co. has never owned all 
of the properties your trustee has 
claimed, also that we have not

there were suspended when depths 
of 3800 feet were reached, without 
oil being found.

Several small 
wells here produced moderate 
quantities of oll and were sold for 
less than $50,000.

agreement between the two coun-| 


tries on account of the high eavitts| 
incorporated in the new bill. 
High Auto Duties. | 

The new duties on automobiles, 
are an instance of the high levels. | 
Under the provisions of the bill an, 
ordinary Ford automobile will pay 
about $500, making its price in 
Germany $1100. American man- 
ufacturers, howeverr say that 
American automobiles will have a 
considerable sale in Germany even 
under these heavy duties, as Ger- 
man cars available at the same 
price are said to bé inferior to the 
American product. 

The tariff on motor cars, as 
passed by the Reichstag, is 250 
marks per 100 kilograms on cars 
weighing up to 2200 kilograms, 
ard this is graduated down to 150 
~marks per 100 kilograms for cars 
weighing more than 38200 §kilo- 
grams. This scale is designed to 
favor the importation of trucks 
and other heavy cars needed in 
trade. (A kilogram is 2.2 pounds). 

The bill provides for a reduec- 
tion of,the automobile duties over 
three years, but American manu- 
facturers are skeptical about these 
reductions being made. 

They say it is unlikely that the 
German motor car industry will 
convert itself rapidly to mass. pro- 
duction but tnstead probably will 
command a cGontinuation of the 
high duties.

One Convict Shot as He Drops 
From Wall, but Three 
Confederates Escape. 


mr the Associated Press 
SALEM. Ore., Aug. 13.—*Ore- 


gon Bert” Jones, highwayman and 
prison breaker was killed last night 
after slaving two prison guards, 
and three of his fellow ‘convicts 
are being trailed by posses taslay. 
Jones and the three other convicts 
éscaped from the Oregon State 
Penitentiary last night. 

In the first violent dash for Lb- 
erty from the Oregon prison since 
the escape of Harry Tracy and la- 
vid Merrell in 1902, Jones led Elis- 
worth Kelly, James Willos and 
Tom Murray in a raid on the pris- 


on arsenal and attack on =the 
guaras. 
John Davidson, a guard, shot 


and killed Jones just as he was 
dropping from the prison wall. A 
few moments previous Jones had 
fataly shot two guards, J. H. Hol- 
man and John Sweeney. His three 
companions seriously injured I.ute 


| Savage, guard, and James Nesmith, 
, turnkey, 


and escaped in a taxicah 
commandeered from the State Hos- 
pital. 

The four convicts remained in 
their cells at supper time, cut a 
hole through-the roof and dropped 
to the main yard over the adinin- 
istration building. They dashed 
for the arsena!, they ob- 
tained four rifles and several re- 
volvers, after beating Nesmith 
badly about the face. 

Leaving the building they opened 
on the guards in the first 
tower north of the entrance 
Guards said Jones shot Holman and 
Sweeney while the others escaped 
over the wall. They kidnaped C. 
. Ivitts, former attendant at the 
hospital, and escaped in the 
cab driven by Wiley Zinn.
